Recalls Winecoff Fire. Worst Tragedy 


By ALBERT RILEY 


It wags just three years ago 
this week. 

A puff of smoke—a burst of 
flame on a third-floor Corri 
dor? 

Within seconds the “fire- 
proof’ Winecoff Hotel had be- 
come a chimney through which 
hungry flames roared like a gi- 
gantic blowtorch, devouring hu- 
man beings, who were not fire- 
proof. 

The ghastly tol) of that tragic 
morning of Dec. 7, 1946, was 
119 dead and more than 75 in- 
jured in Atlanta’s worst disas- 
ter. 

The firemen, rescue workers, 
ambulance drivers, reporters 
and spectators who were there 
will never forget that morning 
of horror and pain and death. 
Neither will the relatives of the 
119 dead. 

How well has. tlanta remem 
bered? How much has been done 
to insure against another such 
tragedy? 

“We've still got a long way to 
go, but we’ve come a long way 
on the road to safety since the 
Winecoff fire,” says City Build- 
ing Inspector Marvin Harper, 
who is charged with enforcing 
Atlanta’s building codes. 

Millions of dollars have been 
spent to make Atlanta’s hotels, 
theaters, hospitals, apartment 
houses, schools, office buildings 
and other structures safer from 
fire. 

Immediately after the Wine- 
cof{f holocaust, Atlanta tight- 
ened its building codes. and 
Harper invoked the city’s nuis- 
ance laws to clean up the worst 
hazards among existing build- 
ings.

advance of the February date. 


The first generating = nit to 
go into operation at Allatoona 
will be of 36,000-kilowatt capa- 
city. Engineers are now at work 
in assembling this unit and ex- 
pect to have it in place this 
week. They will ‘hen begin 
immediately to assemble the 
second 36,000-kilowatt unit and 
plan to have this ready for 
operation early next Spring. 
These two units together will 
generate each year 169,000,000 
kilowatt-hours of electric power, 


or enough to supply more than 


100,000 “*homes. In. addition, 
there is a 2,000-kilowatt service 
generator for the powerhouse. 

Later, ihe Corps of Engineers 
plans to install a third 36,000- 
But. though 
the penstock is already in place 
for this unit. there are no plans 
yet made to install it. This 
generator, when installed, will 
increase the capacity of Alla- 
toona to more than 225,000,000 
kilowatt-hours a veer. 

Electric power from the gen- 
erators in the Allatoona Power- 
house will feed into the switch- 
vard located between the vower- 
house’and the dam. There, the 
transmission lines of the Georgia 
Power Company will pick up 
the power and deliver it to the 
Cartersville sub-station. there to 
be fed out all over Northwest 
(y;eorgia. ; 

This electric nower will come 
out of the generators at 13,800 
volts. But. to avoid excessive 
line losses. it will pass through 
transformers which will step it 
up to 110.000 vo'ts. The trans- 
mission lines will receive it at 
this strength. 

For thé transmission lines 
from the Allatoona switchyard 
to Cartersville sub-station. line- 
men for the Georgia Power Com- 
pany are now erecting what they 
describe as “twn-pole wood H 
frames” along the 100-foot richt- 
of-wav into the Allatoona switch- 
vard. This consists of two 
wooden “oles. with a wooden 
cross-arm near the top. At places 
where the line turns at an angle, 
the linemen are erecting a 
“three-nole angle frame,” a strue

The transmission line to be 
sed on this structure is to be... 
of the latest design for this 
nurnose—that is. aluminum coil 
steel reinforced wire. about 
three-quarters of an inch in dia- 
meter. with a weight of 2.500 
pounds per mile.

PEARL HARBOR, T. H.—Pearl Harbor 
couldn’t happen today. Navy men say that wryly, 
eight years after Pearl Harbor became a date to 
remember. 

They say that for two reasons. The first, 
today’s prepar&iness. The second, there is no 
mighty fleet here to blow up. 

Swooping Japanese planes that blasted the 
United States into war that peaceful December 7 
morning in 1941 trained their sights on capital 
ships of one of. the mightiest armadas of their 
day. 

Today Pearl Harbor rarely sees anything more 
martial than a military transport loading sur- 
pluses. ; 

Pearl Harbor, 1949, is a sprawling, bewildered 
giant. Fed by four years of ‘war, it grew tenfold. 
Its postwar diet, cutback after cutback, has re- 
duced it to a military husk. 

Eight years have erased most traces of the 
disaster that smashed the backbone of a proud 
Pacific Fleet into a smoking mass of twisted steel.

Shrunken Staff Stands By 


Gone, too. is the glory that was Pearl Harbor 
at its wartime height. Six hundred warships 
filled the mighty harbor then. Fifty thousand 
civilian workers, 80,000 Navy personnel swarmed 
about their duties. 

Peace and the implications of the atom bomb 
have drained all the glory out of this throbbing 
wartime nerve center of the Pacific. 

Today a shrunken staff of 5,800 shipyard per- 
sonnel keeps busy with humdrum duties, process- 
ing surplus war material back to West Coast and 
Atlantic bases from Pacific outposts pinched shut 
by economy. } 

Solitary reminder of Pear] Harbor’s wartime 
combat strength is a powerful snorkel submarine 
fleet based here. Five destroyer escorts keep it 
lonesome combat company. 

If you’re looking for scars of America’s worst 
military disaster, ride out to that empty string of 
buoys, where battleship row once gleamed in the 
Hawaiian sun.

Where 2,395 Died Fighting 


They and 2,395 of their countrymen died fight- 
ing, shocked into action, that eatly December 
morning eight years ago. 

Some were having a lazy breakfast, thumbing 
through the Sunday comics, or brushing their 
clothes to go ashore, when their world turned 
upside down 

Some of the survivors are back in Pearl Har- 
bor today, still with the Navy. Things blew up 
so fast that Sunday morning it’s hard to remem- 
ber just what happened, and when. 

Chief Teleman Howard Aldridge, of Fort 
Worth, Tex., was Bosun’s Mate First Class on the 
Oklahoma. The Oklahoma was hit by four aerial 
torpedoes. 


“We didn’t know it was the real thing till she 
tilted over,” Aldridge recalled, ovgr the counter 
of the Fleet Post Office he runs here. The Okla- 
homa capsized and sank in 12 minutes. Aldridge 
and 15 of his men were trapped in a gun turret 
trunk. 

Three of theni, good swimmers, got out under- 
water. The rest staved 36 hours, waiting they 
didn’t know what for. 

“We didn't talk ‘much,’ Aldridge 
“didn’t want to use up the oxygen.” 

A rescuer with an air-hammer drill finaly 
punched an 18-inch hole through the steel plate. 
Aldridge, a 223-pounder then, says he had no 
trouble squeezing through. 

Chief Journalist ,.Howard R. Hampton, of 
Jacksonville, Fla., was on the destroyer USS 
Reid right batk of the Arizona. 

“I came out just as the Arizona blew up,” he 
said. “The water was black with oil, and men 
clinging to anything they could lay their hands 
on. They were thumbing rides and cheering the 
anti-aircraft gunners. It sounded like a football 
game. Nobody ‘Anew what they were doing. 
They were just doing it automatically.” 

A Watertender Second Class, remembered by 
Hampton only as “Hubba Hubba” Woods, kept 
worrying about the bucket of wash he'd set out 
the night before.

Some Fragmentary Memories 


These are some of the fragmentary memories 
of the date which will live in infamy. 

Some 150 Japanese planes crippled a major 
part of our Pacific Fleet. Eight battleships, 11 
other warships were sunk or damaged. Eighty 
Navy planes were destroyed, 169 damaged. 

The Japanese skipped the dozens of destroy- 
ers, minelayers and submarines that made up the 
total of 86 warships concentrated in Pearl Harbor 
at the time. 
¢ Pearl Harbor as a naval base—the drydocks, 
machine shops, supplies, barracks, storage facili- 
ties, power plants, utilities—was practically un- 
scathed. Those were the sinews of war that 
swiftly grew and multiplied. 

Through the war, 7,000 ships were repaired in 
Pearl Harbor, 115 others were converted to war 
use. Base facilities expanded four times. Land 
area, 498 acres before the war, stretched out to 
cover 5.500 acres. ,Wharfage space, through land 
reclamation and purchase, multiplied 100-fold. 

' Some of the men-of-war, that looked like 
smoking ruins that Sunday morning, returned to 
fight again. The Nevada, beached with six hits, 
was bombarding the coast of Normandy two and 
one-half years later. 

Today, an occasional warship, enroute to more 
strategic outposts, pauses at Pearl Harbor. Hula 
girls with flower leis come down and dance a 
welcome on the docks. Then the ship is gone 
and the farflung docks stretch emptily again in 
all directiorts. 

There may be three or four small freighters 
in the harbor at one time, an oil tanker or two. 
But alongside wharves that ‘saw America’s as- 
sernbled might in tRe Pacific, they only accen- 
tuate the negative. :

Pearl Harbor, Docks Bare as Few Warships Call 


8 Years After Pearl Harhor 
World Still Untidy Thing 


By SIGRID ARNE 
WASHINGTON—(AP)—Come Wedriesday—eight years 
after Pearl Harbor jolted us out of our Sunday quiet—the 
world still struggles to tidy up the tag ends of the “peace” 
which is more often called a “cold war.” 


There are still no pecae trea- 
ties for Germany or Japan. There 
is still no treaty giving back 
Austria its independence. Treéa- 
ties have been written for Fin- 
land, Romania, Hungary, Bul- 
garia and Italy. All but Finland 
have been under attack, from 
one quarter or another, for the 
manner in which they discharge 
their treaty obligations. 

There is some hope the Rus 
sians will sign a treaty for Aus- 
tria, after three years of dicker- 
ing. but there is so little hope 
for a German treaty right now 
that no date has been set for the 
next meeting on the subject. 

January may see the first 
meetings on the Japanese Trea- 
ty, and this month the British 
and Americans will begin to talk 
over possible plans. 

Germany is now so badly split 
that it has two governments. 

The federal republic of Ger- 
many now rules the 47,000,000 
people in the Western areas oc- 
cupied by the British, French 
and Americans. The Western 
Powers, however, continue to 
supervise German foreign af 
fairs. their use of foreign ex- 
change, treatment of “displaced 
persons” in German soil, and the 
factories that might be turned to 
war use again. 

In Eastern Germany the Rus- 
sians have set up a “German 
democratic republic” which rules 
about 20,000,000 people. It is a 
typical Communist puppet gov- 
ernment which Sec. of State 
Dean Acheson has said “has no 
foundation in the will of the 


people.” 

The first Allied agreement on 
Germany looked forward to the 
exact opposite. In July, 1945, 
President Truman flew to Pots- 
dam to talk with Marshal Stalin, 
the British and the French. Then 
the four powers agreed they 
would work toward a unified 
and democratic Germany that 
would be watched until it could 
be trusted to keep the peace. 

But as the postwar years 
rolled by, Rusels failed toe live

up even to the first steps—the 
exchange of goods and the hold- 
ing of free elections.

Health Care 
For Workers, 
Otticials’ Goal 


Adequate preventive medical 
care, nursing service, health ex- 
aminations and protection from in- 
dustrial health hazards for a 
Georgia workers is the goal of the 
Division of Industrial Hygiene of 
the Georgia Department of Public 
Health, headed by Dr. L. M. Petrie. 

Dr. Petrie pointed out that while 
many industries have taken a lead 
in providing adequate health care 
for their workers, still in the At- 
lafta area alone 89 percent of the 
total of 265,000 workers of all 
types are without this service. 

Dr. Petrie envisions a co-opera- 
tive industrial health center .with 
physicians, nursés and laboratory 
to serve a number of plants, the 
cost of which will be pro-rated 
among the plants concerned, Each 
plant would have its own first aid 
room, 

Dr. Petrie estimates that 1,000 
employees can be given adequate 
preventive medical and health pro- 
tection in industrial areas at a 
cost of $14,400 per year or $14.40 
per capita. A health center serv- 
ing 2,000 employees a year could 
be operated for $12.50 per capita 
and one serving 5,000 employees 
would cost $8.75 per capita, he

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Chapter 
Is Broke 


The Georgia chapter of the Na- 
tional Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis was described yesterday 
as “frankly broke.” 

The statement came from Fred 
J. Turner, telephone company vice 
president, who is Georgia cochair- 
man of the drive to raise funds 
to combat polio. Serving with 
Turner is E. B. Emrey, a retired 
telephone company executive. 

Truner said, “We are caring a 
about 900 Georgia victims of the 
dread disease today. We had ex- 
pected to take care of about 650. 
The George chapter spent its last 
cent in September, and we have 
had to draw on the national treas- 
ury ever since to provide treat- 
ment for our home folks.” 

The Seorgia cochairman said 
that patients from 135 of the 
State counties are being treated. 
In eight out of every 10 cases, the 
patient requires monetary assist-| 
ance, he pointed out. 

“The cost of treatment per pa- 
tient runs on an average of $1,500 
to $2,000,” he said, “but paying 
out $4,000 is nothing unusual.’ 

Turner said the Georgia chap- 
ter had spent $180,000 by Septem- 
ber, and had been forced to draw 
on the National. Foundation al- 
ready for an additional $70,000 to 
take care of Georgians now under 
treatment. 

“The drive for funds is already 
under way in Georgia,” Turner 
said, “and between now and the 
end of January everyone will be 
offered a chance to join in this 
worthy cause. The drive has been 
known for a long time as The 
March of Dimes, and dimes are im- 
portant. But. we beg you, in hu- 
manity’s cause, to make it dollars 
instead of dimes where you can.” 

Turner has designated directors 
for each Congressional district, 
who in turn are naming directors 
for each county in their respective 
districts. 

District directors are: Edward F. 
Reddy, Savannah, First District; 
J..H. Gray, Albany, Second Dis- 
trict; William A. Fort, Columbus, 
Third District; John H. Goddard, 
Griffin, Fourth District; Fred B.

How About a Compromise? 


We commend to the attention of every 
Georgian, and particularly to members 
of the General Assembly, M. L, St. John’s 
column below on the highway situation, 
as well as his concluding report, published 
elsewhere in today’s Constitution, on a 
survey of the highway systems in neigh- 
boring States. | é 

Being a seasoned political observer, Mr. 
St. John doesn’t believe any highway plan 
~whether it be the Talmadge Plan, the 
Gholston Plan or whatever—is going to 
eliminate politics entirely from road build- 
ing. But he does think considerable im- 
provement could be brought about by es- 
tablishment of a Board, with staggered 
terms for its members, so that a long- 
range highway building program could: be 
inaugurated. As he aptly puts it: “When a 
county knows it ts going to get a mile or 
two of road this year, and the same 


amount next year and the following year, - 


it won’t send delegations to Atlanta con- 
stantly to dicker for its share of roads.” 

Today these delegations see the Gov- 
ernor. He is subjected to great pressure 
from this and that group for roads here, 
there and yonder. Elimination of this pres- 
sure is the core of both the Gholston and 
Talmadge plans. Sen. Gholston wants the 
Legislature to elect members of the Board. 
Gov. Talmadge wants a five-man Board 
appointed by the Governor and confirmed 


by the Senate. Both agree on staggered 
terms. Sen. Gholston wants a formula 
written into law for expenditure of every 
penny of highway funds. Gov. Talmadge 
would be willing to control 80 percent of 
the secondary road expenditures by statu- 
tory formula, but he doesn’t want any of 
the primary funds controlled in that man- 
ner. The South Carolina plan, after which 
Mr. Gholston patterned his program, does 
not provide for-any formula for primary 
road expenditures. Many fear such a for- 
mula would mean no through, highways 
ever would be constructed. 

The main point of difference is in the 
appointment of the Board. Mr. Gholston 
clings to his insistence that a Board ap- 
pointed by the Legislature is the only an- 
swer, even though admitting he cannot 
muster the two-thirds majority necessary 
to put a constitutional amendment before 
the people for a vote. He is willing to com- 
promise on a statutory Board which could 
be changed at the whim of the next Gov- 
ernor who doubtless also would control 
the General Assembly. 

We don’t believe the Talmadge Plan 
and the Gholston Plan are irreconcilable. 
Both are seeking the same ends. The dif- 
ferences are only as to how these ends 
should be achieved. A compromise would 
be in the interests of the State and the 
people. We believe it can be done. 


Those Lines on West Peachtree 


Atlanta’s new traffic code is working 
surprisingly well. 


A few people continue to turn right on 
red and a few rugged individualists still 
refuse to stay within the traffic lanes de- 
lineated by the white lines; But by and 
large the response has been good. Appar- 
ently most motorists realize that the 
changes were effected for their own good 
in a carefully considered plan to expedite 
the flow of traffic. 


Nothing has yet been done, however, 
about lining off that stretch of West 
Peachtree between the Biltmore and Per- 
shing Point. The idea seems to be to wait 
until after it is resurfaced but that strikes 
us as the ultimate in false economy. 

In order to save a couple of gallons of 
paint, we mean, we are losing an aggre- 
fate of several hundred motorist-hours a 
day as the four lanes of traffic on West 
Peachtree merge into two at the Biltmore 
going out and at Pershing Point coming in. 


First Business of the Senate 


Special interests sogner or later go too 
far and it takes a vote of the people to 
bring them back to their proper place. 

That is what happened in Ohio where 
the dairy interests had kept a law on the 
statute books for 62 years forbidding sale 
or manufacture of colored oleomargarine. 
The Legislature refused to change the law 
so is was submitted to a popular vote in 
last month’s election. Colored oleomar- 
garine won by a margin of almost 500,000 
votes, carrying 22 counties where dairy 
products are the chief source of farm cash 
income and nine counties where dairy

products rank second in cash income. Thus 
the butter lobby’s cry that colored oleo is 
unfair competition to farmers was pretty 
well shattered. 

But colored oleo still is under Federal 
restrictions, including a discriminatory 
tax of 10 cents a pound. A lesser tax is 
imposed on white oleo. 

Democratic leaders have promised re- 
peal of these taxes, already voted by the 
House, will be the first order of business 
in the Senate when Congress reconvenes. 
We hope this pledge will be carried out 
in full. 


Roads and Politics? 


Should Georgia abolish its Budget Control Law so as to free, absolutely, the Highway _Depart- 
ment from the control ef Governors? Do Constitutional Boards really work, after all, in divorcing 

litics from governmental functions and eliminating the Governor’s control over departments? 
Would formulas, frozen into law, prevent road politics? 


These are the questions that stand out as State 
leaders and Legislators consider methods for 
eliminating gubernatorial highway politics 
through legislation at the January session. 


Our survey of State highway departments 
in other Southern States showed that all ex- 
cept Georgia earmark gasoline funds for the 
highways, This is in direct conflict with Geor- 

’s Constitution, which prohibits earmark- 

funds. There are some people who want 
to amend the Constitution. State Auditor 
B. E. Thrasher, who has served as Assistant 
Budget Director with three Governors, and 

' Gev. Talmadge, the present Budget Director, 
oppose changing the Constitution and return- 
ing te the unfortunate days of alloting spe- 
cial tax monies to special departments. They 
want to spend the equivalent of the gas taxes 
on the roads, however. 


This could be done by the Legislature making 
its appropriations, out of the general treasury, 
follow the trend of the gasoline taxes. For in- 
stance, the present highway appropriation is 
$26,000,000 while the anticipated gasoline reve- 
nue will be about $42,000,000. Without saying 
that the highway department shall get the gaso- 
line funds, which would violate the Constitution, 
the Legislature could just appropriate $42,000,000 
to the Highway Department. 

Georgia's Budget Control Law is the finest in 
the South. It feeds all departments from the 
same spoon. The Legislature appropriates spe 
cific sums out of the general treasury to the var- 
ious departments. If the revenue doesn’t reach 
anticipations, then the Budget Bureau shaves 
down all departments, on a prorata basis. 

While critics say this law gives the Governor 
direct control of all departments, constitutional 
and otherwise, by giving him the purse strings, 
legally it does not. He cannot use the budget to 
eut political enemies off the pay roll. He cannot 
reduce appropriations if the money is on hand. 


on of the ‘ 
Georgians remember the days when tax funds 
were earmarked. Then, one department rolled 
in wealth while other departments went ragged. 
Gov. Arnall’s administration created a num- 
ber of Constitutional boards, which staggered 
terms so no future Governor could control their 
activities. These boards worked well during the 
Administration of Acting Gev. Thompson, who 


~*~ 


was on Arnall’s side of the political fence. Now 
nearly all of the boards are stacked with ap- 
pointees vf Gov. Talmadge, although the terms 
of the appointees of Arnall and Thompson had 
not expired. This was made possible by resig- 
nations of members with staggered terms. Thus, 
the true purpose of Constitutional boards was 
defeated. 


some of the appointees were so politically 
minded that they wanted no part of the Tal- 
madge Administration, and just quit. Un- 
doubtedly pressure was used to get out 
others who were politically obnoxious to the 
present Governor. This failure has not made 
us too cynical of Constitutional boards, how- 
ever. The set-up is so protected, we believe, 
that a conscientious ‘board member who 
doesn’t play politics can withstand any at- 
tempt to oust him. The outstanding example 
is Ed Everett, chairman of the Parole Board, 
who is so non-political that there has been 
no effort by changing administrations to 
eliminate him. 


A person who has been with Georgia’s High- 
way Department practically since its beginning 
doubts that any formula can absolutely éliminate 
road politics. Few, if any, Georgia roads have 
been paved that shouldn’t have been paved, he 
reasons. Over the period of years, the Con- 
gressional districts have shared pretty evenly in 
road work. The politics is not in paving roads 
that don’t need paving; it is in giving priority to 
some roads over others. No formula could be 
shaved so fine as to eliminate politics from mak- 
ing a choice of a road within a district or within 
a county, he said. 

The best answer that can be given to the road 
problem is to establish a board with staggered 
terms, so that a long-range road-building program 
can be inaugurated. When a county knows it is 
going to get a mile or two of road this year, and 
the same amount next year and the following 
year, it won’t send delegations to Atlanta con- 
stantly to dicker for its share of roads. 

That would be fine, if an agreement can be 
reached between those who want the Governor 
to name the board and those who want the Legis- 
lature to name it. The divorcing of the Highway 
Department from the Governor could go too far, 
however, if the Legislature created a Constitu- 
tional board and also earmarked gasoline funds. 
Then it would be @ separate State government, 
with ne eurbs at all. -

Rep. Elliott Hagep, member of the Georgia 
Legislature from Syivania, is, and always has 
been, violently opposed to the civil rights legisla- 
tion proposed in Congress. 

In a recent speech before a civic club he properly and correctly 
linked the Dixiecrat States Righters and the Henry Wallace Pro- 
gressive Party together as enemies of the American system of gov- 
ernment and of the two-party system, which is the backbone of our 
form of representative government.

Leadership? mond, the Dixiecrat flag-bearer, and of former 
Sen. James F. Byrnes, also of the Palmetto State. Even those who 
agree with Mr. Byrnes are puzzled by his sudden change of heart. 
It seems odd that in 12 years of close participation with the Roose- 
velt administration he would not have seen, suspected or discovered 


what now seems to disturb him, the loss of personal liberties and of. 


“rights.” Mr. Byrnes has not, of course, joined the Dixiecrats, and 
we hope he will not. His opposition can be healthy and valuable 
outside that splinter party group. 

The South accepted the “leadership” from South Carolina in 
1860, and has not recovered from it to this day. It was a “lead- 
ership” crying havoc and alarm in almost the identical words of 
the Dixiecrats of today. Almost all the Southern States reluctantly 
accepted South Carolina’s 1860-61 diagnosis of the national problem. 
Georgia and Tennessee, for example, voted to follow South Carolina 
by small majorities. Georgia’s opposition to South Carolina’s 1860- 
61 position was led by her beloved Alexander Stephens—‘“Little 
Alec”—later Vice President of the Confederate States, who pre- 
dicted with great and dreadful accuracy the fruit of South Carolina’s 
course. 


Parties Rep. Hagen says that however distasteful some matters 
are, the place to fight it out is within the two parties— 

and not in those twin enemies of the American political system of 
government, the Wallace and the Dixiecrat parties. He is right be- 
yond any argument. 

Let us look again at the South Carolina type of leadership of 
1860-61.

New Zealand, which has had a So- 
oday cialist type Labor government for many years, has voted 
it out. 


The people could do that because the opposition, while defeated 
many times, had not broken itself up into splinter parties. 

Great Britain and Australia have managed to retain the two 
major party systems. Both, though defeated in the past, are healthy 
and have a chance at victory in their next elections. 


Look at France and Italy, where the Communist 
Examples “4 is not in power only because—so far—a shaky 
and unsure coalition of the several splinter parties has managed 
to hold together—but which coalition is always in danger—from 
day to day. ene 

The South Carolina type of political leadership in 1860-61 at- 
tracted many fine persons. The Dixiecrats of today have also 
drawn into their ranks many sincere, honest persons. The leader- 
ship of 1860 was folly. That of today is worse, since much of it is 
largely hypocritical and piously false. It may again carry a few 
States. But there is no escaping the diagnosis put upon it by 
Georgia’s anti-national administration Hagen—it is, with the Wal- 
lace Party, dangerous to the two-party system. 

If the Dixiecrats don’t want to fight within their party and pro- 
vide opposition there, let them drop their masks and go over to the 
Republican Party which is a respectable opposition. Bac 

The South will do well—when the Dixiecrat leadership is ad- 
vanced from South Carolina—to remember that of 1860-61, and to 
say, “This is folly as it was then.” 

Let Rep. Hagen keep on talking. He makes sense and he speaks 
in the best interests of his State and country.

Asking about the activities of a group, 
he says, “What have you all been doing?” Quite correctly. 

Where the stranger from another part of the country goes 
astfay is in failing to understand, frequently, that the Southerner 
is speaking about a group, instead of an individual. 

For instance, this stranger, walking by himself on a lonely path, 
meets a native of the South and said native asks him, “How are 
you all?” Whereupon the stranger makes a mental note that here 
is an example of that funny Southern idiom he has heard about. 
What he does not realize is that the Southerner, in his customary 
all-embracing friendliness, is not asking about his good health 
alone, but about the wellbeing of his entire family. And, probably, 
of all his friends, neighbors and relatives as well.

We are not bloodthirsty people, you un- 
derstand. We spring to the side of the hungry 
man who snatches a toy for his child at Christ- 
mas and we are wrung by the wobbling pa- 
rade ef confusion that shuffles past the Police 
Court Judge every morning, and we under- 
stand crime of passion, rationalizing in our 
minds the torment of the ones who commit 
them. 


So we are not vengeful people at all. 


But we do cherish the form of government we 
call democracy, though we neglect it and blas- 
pheme it with our indifference and sometimes 
appear sardonic of it, and we do not want it de- 
famed by our leaders. 


We want to respect our top people. We don’t 
like to admit the failure of this voice-of-the-people 
process we value so dearly. We hate to think the 
majority vote can be 80 wrong, and when it 
' misses, we hope that the pledge of allegiance or 
whatever it is that lawmakers promise when they 
take office will have a cleansing effect upon their 
souls. 

We are an idealistic people, even when we 
try to pretend we are not. Our whole form of 
government is based on supreme idealism, and 
our theories of equality and brotherhood (though 
we never achieve them, either) are values no 
eynical totalitarian ruler would bother to con- 
sider. We are patient, mindful of minorities, 
thoughtful of the underdog.

These 
actions in Georgia follow a Federal Court order in King County, Virginia, which made equalization 


of facilities there mandatory. 
Determining the cost of bringing Negro school 


facilities in Georgia to a par with white facilities 


is a difficult ‘task due to lack of adequate figures 
showing total value of both systems. 


The State Department of Education sets 
the value of white common school properties 
—buildings and grounds—at $104,672,267.26, 
and Negro facilities at $15,752,181:18. These 
figures are based on estimations made this 
year by Georgia school superintendents. 


In the 1948-49 term there were 457,883 white 


students enrolled in Georgia schools and 249,006 


Negro students. Dividing the enrollments into 
the dollar facilities available for both races we 
find there is $228.60 in property for each white 
student and $63.26 for each Negro student. 

The difference is $165.34 per pupil. That 
figure multiplied by the total Negro students in 
Georgia schools the past school year gives us a 
$41,170,652.04 problem. 

Expenditure in the State of that amount on 
Negro education plants would in many instances 
oniy equalize total inadequate facilities. That is 
why we have the Minimum Foundation Program. 

The most complete survey of schoo! facilities 
in Georgia was made in 1945 and the results are 
incorporated in the “Aderhold Report” to the 
General Assembly.

Eighty percent of the superintendents re- 
sponded and figures adjusted on that basis for 
the entire State gave a surprising picture: 

The total cost of needs was set at $171,237,707 
by the superintendents. Here’s how the figure 
was broken down by the superintendents as 
regards white and Negro needs: 

White, $107,576,613; Negro, $63,661,004.

Heaven knows we're no Pollyanna toting 
calves’ foot jelly and gladness around to our 


friends. 


In fact, panic and a modicum of me 


dium blue despair are our stock in trade. The winds of adversity, 
we sometimes think, are the winds which fill our sails and propel 


our craft along its stormy voyage. 


That’s why we were startled 
by our friend, Rita’s question. 
“Just tell me what is ‘urgent’,” 
she demanded. “You're always 
saying, ‘If things get urgent’... 
What is ‘urgent’?” , 

We have considered well. That 
particular day things at our 
house must have looked fairly 
urgent to outsiders. The maid 
had a death in her family and 
had to catch a train for Wash- 
ington. The children’s grand- 
mother was sick abed with flu 
and couldn’t rush to the rescue. 
Jimmy had to stay home from 
school with a sore throat and 
Mama had an out-of-town as- 
signment. 


WHAT TO DO, what to do? 
We set up one of our routine 
howls of anguish. Not our most 
anguished one, meaning “This is 
URGENT!” but a sort of No. 2 
grade howl, meaning, “Oh, help! 
I’m in a spot” As usual our 
friends, the most intrepid souls 
in the world, rallied ’round. As 
usual, before we departed on 
that assignment we had the as- 
surance that our children would 
be safe and well cared for until 
our return. 


Nothing urgent about that. 
we mused smugly. That’s just 
what a gentleman, writing us 
from Carlton, Ga., called “nor- 
mally chaotic.” Of course, the 
laundry and the cooking and the 
unmade beds awaited us—but 
since when has there been any- 
thing urgent about housework? 


We thought about Rita’s ques. 
tion, “What’s ‘urgent?’” all the 
way to South Georgia and back. 
We have seen people caught up 
in situations that appeared ur- 
gent. The young couple, for in- 
stance, who dropped by the of- 
fice the other night. Their two- 
year-old daughter needs an -op- 
eration on her heart. They have 
already spent théir meager re- 
sources on her and mortgaged 
their home and their furniture. 
She still must have another op- 
eration which will cost them 
about $800. They have no money 
and no assurance that the Op- 
eration will make her a healthy, 
normal child. And yet: they had 
hope—their faces were alight 
with it. 


We called Clayton Burke at 
Aidmore for them. We have 
never known a time when Mr. 


Burke turned down a child, crip- 
pled for any reason. He didn’t 
say positively he could provide 
the operation for them. But he 
bolstered their hope still more. 


IT’S OUR own definition, of 
course, having nothing to do 
with the real meaning of the 
word, but a situation isn’t really 
“urgent” as long as there’s hope, 
as long as there’s a way out. 

Homelessness and joblessness 
are the two most terrifying 
things we can think of—and et 
when you have faced both you 
know you will never give your- 
self up to cold, unreasoning 
panic again. There’s always the 
hope of the better job, the bet- 
ter house. Once in Florida 
right after the war when we 
had no roof over our heads and 
faced eviction from rooms at 
the tourist camp at the end of 
the week we lucked into a fab- 
ulous country home with its pri- 
vate orange grove, avocado tree 
and lake—all at a price less than 
we were paying for the dingy 
tourist rooms. 


Oh, we’re no Pollyanna filled 
with high gladness because our 


,daughter, Mary, broke her left 


arm instead of her right. We 
don’t even go so far as to be 
thankful we have the strength 
to get out of bed on cold morn- 
ings—preferring to bemoan the 
cruel fate that makes it 
sary for us to get up at all. 


But this we know, as long as | 


you can face the day with the 
innocent conviction that some- 


thing real good may happen to | 
you any minute, as long as you | 


can feel a little upsurge of joy 
at such small triumphs as a 
line of bluejeans and little girls’ 


dresses flapping on the clothes — 


line on a pretty day, as long as 
one day at a time is something 
better than tenable ... you are 
fortified to stave off that “urg- 
ent” situation when it hits. 


Particularly if you 
friends like our Rita.

Despite the protests of Baron Adolph Rupp, the defending 


champion Kentucky Wildcats have been named as the favor- 


ite in the 1949-50 Southeastern Conference basketball race by 
coaches around the league participating in a Constitution poll. 

The ’Cats, faced with the loss of 
four regulars from their NCAA 
champions of last season, drew 
nine first place votes, shared the 
top spot with Tulane on another, 
and were placed second on still 
another. Coach Rupp did not in- 
clude his team in his ballot. 

The Green Wave, beaten last 
year in the SEC finals by Ken- 
tucky, finished in a comfortable 
runner-up position, drawing only 
one vote for a spot lower than sec- 
ond—and that came from Chiff 
Wells, the Tulane coach.

This time last year, the feeling was 
that the Wave could end the Wild- 
cat streak, but in two regular sea- 
son games, Kentucky won, 51-47 
and 78-47, and in the tournament 
the ’Cats triumphed, 68-52. 

Kentucky’s string of 63 straight 
conference victories may end this 
season, but chances are that if it 
does, it won’t be marred by over 
one or two defeats.

In Florida, Alabama, Tennessee, and North Carolina the High- 
way Board or Director serves at the pleasure of the Governor— 
just as in Georgia the Governor appoints both the advisory board 
and the director. 

; Mississippi’s formula is simple. It paves the roads over which 
the most traffic moves. State law requires that all “primary” 
roads be paved before any “secondary” roads are touched, and 
that all “secondary” roads be paved before any third-class roads 
are paved. 

South Carolina does not apportion its funds for “primary” 
roads. 

On “secondary” roads, it apportions funds to counties on a 
basis of one-third on population, one-third on square miles, and 
one-third on total miles of roads in each county as the percent- 
age and proportion of the population, square miles and the 
total miles of each county bear to the total population, square 
miles and roads in all counties of the State. 

The local authorities of each county designate the “secondary” 
roads they want graded, built and paved. The roads designated 
are submitted by the State Highway Department to the Federal 
Bureau of Roads for approval. Then the roads are built by the 
State Highway Department and paid for with Federal and State 
aid funds. The only thing the Highway Department has to do is 
calculate mathematically the amount of money figured on a basis 
of one-third to population, one-third to area, and one-third to rural 
roads in each county. 

South Carolina’s plan is not protected in the Constitution, how- 
of 5,000 or more population on the basis of percentage and the 
proportion of each town anu city of 5,000 or more population to 
the total population of all towns and cities of the whole State of 
5,000 or more population.

Beauties of Shakespear 2 KING LEAR 


Painting by WILLY POGANY Read John Erskine’s Story 


By John Erskine 


HAKESPEARE was not the first to drama- 
S tize the story of King Lear. There was 

a p.ay on that theme as early as 1593, 
and in 1605, the year before Shakespeare's 
great version, there was a dramatic adapta- 
tion of the story under the title “The True 
Chfonicle History of King Lear aiid His Three 
Daughters, Goneril, Regan and Cordelia.” 

The phrase, “True Chronicle History,’’ is 
significant. The pre-Shakespearean King 
Lear was founded on Raphael HTlolinshed’s 
“Chronicles of IE:ngland, Scotland and Ire- 
land,” 1578. 

Holinshed’s work, which contained also 
the story of Macbeth and a part of Cym- 
beline, was a summary of earlier cironicles. 

The legend of Lear and his cav7nters, 
not as Shakespeare told it but as i..e chron- 
iclers transmitted it, was first to'd in Geof- 
frey of Monmouth’s “History of ihe Kings 
of Pritain,’”’ Chapter XI. 

Geoffrey of Monmouth, in® the 
12th century, and Holinshed follow- 
ing him in the 16th, recorded Lear’s 
foo.is:i division of his reaim among 
three daughters, Goueril, Regan and 
Cordelia. . 

The old king asked his eldest 
daurhter first how much she loved 
him: Coferil replied in such extrava- 
fant terms thai Lear gave her a 
large part of his domain and married 
her to a duke. Then he asked Regan 
hov, much she loved him, and she, 
imitsting her sister's flattery, was 
rewarded with another slce of the

realm and with marriage to another duke. 

When he asked Cordelia how much she 
loved him, she replied affectionately but 
without exaggeration. The senile king, of.- 
fended at her honesty, disowned her, but the 
King of France was glad to make her his 
queen, even though she was penniless. 

In time Goneril and her husband were 
bored by the visits of the old king, and sent 
him to stay with,Regan. After a while Regan 
and her husband were tired of him, and Lear 
had no place to lay his head. In shame and 
desperation he turned to the daughter whom 
he had treated badly. Cordelia and her hus- 
band received him hospitably, together with 
his retinue of 40 knights. 

This is the oldest form of the legend which 
Shakespeare converted into a supreme 
traredy, full of pity and terror, as Aristotle 
said all tragedies should be. 

Shakespeare's version combines the story 
of the Duke of Gloucester and his two sons 
with that of Lear and his three.daughters. 
The Gloucester plot Shakespeare elaborated 
from a subordinate theme in Sir Philip Syd- 
ney’s Arcadia, 1590. 

Gloucester resembles Lear in his complete 
inability to understand his children. He has 
two sons, Edgar and Edmund. [dmund was 
born out of wedlock, a circumstance that re- 
suited in his having a warped nature. 

rhe other son, Edgar, is an admirable 
character but not particularly brilliant. Ed- 
mund, a rebel against soeiéty, has a more 
powerful mind than lago himself,

Karly in the play he tells us that since 
he is the child of nature, he will obey his 
impulses no matter where they lead him. He 
reminds us of Lucifer as Milton portrayed 
him in “Paradise Lost,” deliberately choosing 
for his idea] whatever is utterly bad. 

Wishing to get Edgar out of the way, Ed- 
mund plays on his goodness and his sim- 


plicity, not to say his gullibility. He tells 
him that their father is convinced that Ed- 
gar is plotting against his life, and is medi- 
tating vengeance for the supposed treachery. 

Edgar protests his innocence but accepts 
Edmund's advice to take himself out of the 
their fathers wrath blows over.

The disappearance of Edgar, who becomes a 
voluntary fugitive, gives Edmund the oppor- 
tunity to poison Gloucester’s mind against the 
very son who is loving and loyal. 

Outwardly the diabolical Edmund has 
great charm, especially for the ladies. Gon- 
eril and Regan both fall in love with him, and 
either would gladly get rid of the husband 
she won with her dowry. 

When Regan and her man, inspired by 
Edmund, put out the eyes of Gloucester, 
though he is Edmund's father, the cruel out- 
rage is too much even for the servants. 

One of Regan’s retainers draws his sword 
and tries to save the victim. In the scuffle 
that follows the would-be rescuer is killed 
and Regan’'s husband is fatally wounded. 

Since Lear has taken refuge with Cordelia, 
Edmund encourages the evil sisters to make 
war on the King of France. Capturing Cor-

delia and her father, he gives orders that 
Cordelia shall be hanged, ana that the siory 
shall be circulated that she commit*ed suicide, 

But it is Goneril who commits suicide, 
stabbing herself with a dagger after she has 
succeeded in poisoning Regan. The good 
brother, Edgar, having learned somewhat late 
the trickery which Edmund has practiced 
upon him, hunts him down, fights a duel with 
him, and gives him a fatal wouna. 

As he is dying, Edmund learns the end 
of the two sisters. The knowledge that they 
died loving him works a sudden cuange in his 
character. He has the good impulse to coun- 
termand the order for Cordeia’s death, but

the repentance comes too late. In the most 
tragic scene of the play, Lear, feeble and mad, 
enters, carrying the body of Cordelia. 

The center of the story is Lear himself, 
driven mad. by the ingratitude of the two 
daughters. He wanders here and there, accom- 
panied by the Eart of Kent, who had tried to 
prevent his harsh treatment of Cordelia. 

He is accompanied also by his court fool 
and also by Edgar, Gloucester’s good son, 
fugitive from the malignity of Edmund. 

Edgar disguises himself by pretending to 
be an escaped lunatic. His pretended in- 
Sanity, the professional jokes and the pro- 
found intelligence of the court fool, and the 
utter madness of the aged king, make an 
ironic contrast which ranks among the tri- 
umphs of great poetry.

HE ceremony was by candlelight; and the 
T bride was lovely and blond. Most of De- 

troit's social leaders were there and also 
present at the huge reception that followed. 

Everyone was sure it would be a successful 
marriage. Dorothy Jane Quail, 22, was the 
daughter. of Attorney J. Gilbert Quail. Robert 
H. Kennedy was treasurer of an electro-plating 
company of which his father was president and 
chief stockholder. 

They had social position, wealth, and each 
other. To those possessions they added a resi- 
dence in Grosse Pointe, Detroit's exclusive sub- 
urb. They became the parents of two sons, 
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Robert and Thomas. 

Then they found that perhaps they didn't 
have so*much after all. Little things came up. 
In 1945 they separated. 

A divorce, uncontested by Kennedy, was 
granted in June of 1948. It was not an unusual 
divorce. Mrs. Kennedy charged extreme cruelty. 
Her father was her attorney, and her mother 
was the supporting witness. 

The action was considered no more important 
than the 9,035 other divorces granted in Wayne 
County, Mich., in 1948, or the 13,062 divorces 
granted in Wayne County, 1946, the year of the 
country’s highest number of divorces. That 
year, incidentally, also saw the most marriages, 
32,276. 

People referred to Detroit as a second Reno, 
as judges interpreted the term extreme cruelty, 
chief reason for divorce there, with liberality. 
Mrs. Kennedy proved extreme cruelty this way: 

Attorney Quail: You say in your bill of com- 
plaint, amongst other things, that your husband 
was cruel and intolerant. What happened? 

Mrs. Kennedy: I think the biggest thing was 


his uncontrollable temper, his_ intolerance 
toward the children. 

Then Mrs. Quail took the stand. 

Attorney Quail: What do you know as to 
the manner in which her husoand treated her?” 

Mrs. Quail: I know that he is extremely in- 

tolerant of the children. I know he won't tolerate 
the children in his room and on several occa- 
sions he has lost his temper. 
Circuit Judge John V. Brennan, who signed 
the decree, set alimony at $50 a week for Mrs. 
Kennedy and the children. It was specified 
that Kennedy could see his two sons. 

Four days after receiving her decree, Mrs. 
Kennedy married Hal Morrow, and she and the 
children accompanied him to Trinidad, British 
West Indies, where ‘he worked as a salesman 
of radio advertising’ time. 

About a month later, Kennedy found out for 
the first time that his former wife and his chil- 
dren were in Trinidad, 2,100 miles from Detroit. 

Kennedy promptly appealed the divorce. Al- 
though he had not contested it, this in no way 
affected his right to appeal the decision. 

Asked his reason for appealing, he said: 

“She took the children and went-to Trinidad 
and I didn’t even know it for a month. Fifty 
bucks a week is a lot of money when your kids 
are 2,000 miles away. And 50 bucks here is 
$200 in Trinidad.” 

The appeal went to the Michigan Supreme 
Court. in September the court handed down 
its decision. It reversed the rufing of the lower 
court, and refused the divorce, 

The court based the reversal on two counts. 
One, purely technical, was that Attorney Quail 
had neglected to prove that his daughter was 
a resident of the state. Two, the testimony was 
not sufficient to substantiate the allegations of 
extreme cruelty. 

The court quoted a decision of the Michigan 
Supreme Court in 1868, when it set aside the 
divorce of Joel P. Cooper from his wife, Marc a 
V. Cooper. After pointing out that courts can- 
not break up marriages just because parties live 
unhappily tovzether, the decision went on to say: 

“It (the law) requires them to submit to the 
ordinary consequences of human infirmities, and 
of unwise selections, and the misconduct which 
will form a good ground for legal separation 
must be very serious and such as amounts to 
extreme cruelty, entirely subverting the family 
relations by rendering the association intol- 
erable.” ; 

The dictum had been quoted frequently in 
contested cases, but this was the first time that 
the Michigan tribunal had applied it to an un- 
contested case. Wayne County judges agreed

Until the Kennedy decision, divorces were 
frequently run off in the Wayne County Build- 
ing in five minutes, with extreme cruelty by far 
the most frequently cited ground. ~ ~ 

Circuit Judge Frank B. Ferguson summed 
up the attitude of Wayne County judges toward 
the new ruling by saying: 

“It will mean spelling out definitely extreme 
and repeated cruelty in bills of complaint and 
on the stand.” 

Meanwhile the mother of two children found 
herself living with a'man to whom she could not 
be legally married, and still married to a man 
who was thousands of miles away. Rather than 
stay in Trinidad and attempt to get a second 
divorce there, her father said, she will return 
to Michigan and ask for a retrial of tHe case.

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Bertha Stared Reflectively 
Out of the Window. “It Is 
the Obligation of Every 
Citizen," She Said, ‘to

T DIDN’T matter which way he looked. As far 
as his eyes could see, there was nothing but 

charred devastation and smoking ruin. Potter 
Palmer was not an easily discouraged man, but 
as he gazed out across his beloved Chicago on 
that mournful October morning in 1871, he was 
dejected, disgusted and beaten. 

His mile-long strip of State Street property 
was in ashes, wiped out by the great $196,000,000 
fire that had reduced the city to a silent pyre. 
His hotel, the Palmer House, completed a scant 
two weeks before, was a pile of smoldering 
rubble. Yesterday Potter Palmer had owned 
vast riches, had been one of Chicago’s leading 
citizens. Now he was virtually a pauper. 

Slowly, sadly, he turned his eyes from the 
ruined city and looked thoughtfully at his beau- 
tiful, dark-haired bride of three months standing 
beside him. “Bertha,” he said, “I think the only 
thing for us to do is to salvage what little we 
can and leave Chicago—forever.” 

For a long moment, 22-year-old Bertha Hon- 
ore Palmer remained silent, staring reflectively 
out of the window. Then, turning to her hus- 
band, she drew her lithe figure erect. 

“Mr. Palmer,” she s:'d, addressing him in 
the manner of the day, “it is the obligation of 
each and every citizen to contribute his ability 
and his energy to help rebuild this stricken city.” 


to the .ocal newpapers to print a picture of the 
invitation so they could at least see that. Even 
this idea failed, however, to salve their feelings, 
and the convention broke up in disorder. 

Unfortunate as it was, the incident reflected 
the tremendous esteem already accorded Bertha 
by the women of her day. Bertha, for her part, 
worked hard to justify their confidence. 

An active leader in the fight for feminine 
rights, she helped organize the Chicago Business 
Women's Club, a group with several thousand 
members. Her influence in various other women’s 
organizations throughout the city became so 
powerful that no one even thought of attempting 
to dispute her leadership. 

But of all the honors bestowed on her, the 
most important was her election as president of 
the Board of Lady Managers of the World's 
Columbian Exposition. If any doubt had existed 
previously regarding her right to be called the 
social leader of Chicago, that event completely 
dispelled it. 

As a spokesman for the exposition, she ac- 
quitted herself with great distinction. Appear- 
ing before a senate committee charged with 
passing a bill to appropriate money for the fair, 
she so impressed the legislators that they 
granted a sum more than twice the size origi- 
nally intended. 

Subsequently, through her efforts, $200,000 
was also voted for a building exclusively devoted

If any further proof. was needed of Bertha’s 
resourcefulness, it was not long in coming.

ONE evening shortly before the election, she in- 
vited some 500 ward workers and supporters, 
drawn from all walks of life, to a reception at her 
house. When they arrived, complete with brass 
band, she greeted them, thanked them graciously 
for their hélp and saw to it that they were fed 
and entertained. Honore won the election, 

A year later, in May, 1902, Potter Palmer 
died. fter that, Bertha began to spend much 
of her time in Europe. She owned houses in 
London, Paris and Biarritz and entertained lav- 
ishly. 

One of her parties, given in her London home 
in 1907, created considerable public interest. At 
the time, the Richard Strauss-Oscar Wilde opera, 
“Salome,”’ was banned in England. 

Bertha imported the entire cast direct from 
Paris and had the opera staged in her own draw- 
ing room before a selected audience that included 
King Edward VII, Queen Alexandra and the

Potter Palmer said no more about leaving 
Chicago. Instead, he obtained a $1,700,000 loan 
and set out to recoup his depleted fortune. One 
of his initial step; was the construction of a new 
Palmer Hotse. When it was completed, he and 
his wife moved into the larzest suite. 

Not long afterward, in the fall of 1874, there 
occurred an event which launched Kentucky-born 
Dertha on a career that was to be perhaps even 
more remarkable than her husband’s concurrent 
financial success. That event was the marriage 
0 her sister, Ida, to Lt. Col. Dent Grant, son of 
President Ulysses S. Grant. 

Noi since Bertha’s own wedding to Potter 
Ps mer had Chicago society looked forward to 
ait’ affair with such great anticipation. Bertha 
| e-self was more than equal to the occasion. For 
her sister’s wedding gown, she chose a white 
so ia dress, covered with Duchess and rosepoint 
lace. To this handsome gift, Potter added 510,- 
000 worth of diamonds, as well as other jeweiry. 


Wie the wedding day arrived, President 
Grant and his wife came to Chicago to at- 
tond the ceremony. But even their presence, in he 
eves of many Chicagoans, did not overshacow 
tiie appearance of Mrs. Potter Palmer. Bertha 
as attired in a pate, pearl-colored dress trimmed 
ij dark red. With it, she wore her most ex- 
quisite jewelry. 

As an added fillip, her infant son, Honore, 
was carried to ithe ceremony on a satin pillow, 
s\va hed in a hand-made dress three yards long. 
‘Together, mother and child might easily have 
been mistaken for royalty. Already observers 
were predicting that some day Bertha Palmer 
wouid be the Grande Dame of Chicago society. 

These predictions were heard again when in 
the early 1880s she and Potter built their own 
home on the lake front. A turreted, Norman- 


_stvle mansion costing $1,000,000, this baronial 
* castle became one of the principal landmarks of 
“=the city. It was, everyone agreed, a fitting abode 
“for Bertha.

At the time, no such a 
building had ever before been erected at an 
American fair. 

The success of her endeavors on behalf of the 
Chicago undertaking led President McKinley 
some ‘ears later to name her as the sole woman 
member of the national,committee for the Paris 
Exposition. For her work with that group, she 
was awarded the French Legion of Honor. 

Despite all her public activities on behalf of 
the members of her own sex, she somehow found 
time to preside as hostess at a continual suc- 
cession of parties in the great Palmer mansion 
on the lake front. With the opening of the 
Columbian Exposition in the spring of 1893, the 
house was constantly filled with local and na- 
tional dignitaries and foreign celebrities. 

Perhaps the most publicized, certainly the 
most unpleasant, episode of this period occurred 
at a dinner Bertha gave for the Infanta Eulalia, 
sister of the King of Spain, and her husband, 
Prince Antoine. 

Shortly before the Infanta was to leave her 
Palmer House suite for the party, someone in- 
formed her that her hostess was the wife of the 
hotels owner. “An innkeeper’s wife?’ she 
snorted incredulously. “I refuse to attend.” 

Only after the frantic Spanish. Ambassador 
had convinced her that her refusal might create 
an international incident did she relent. Arriv- 
ing at the party an hour Jate, she accepted her 
hostess’ greeting with insolent disdain and swept 
past the other guests with barely a nod. 

Even this experience, however, did not sour 
Bertha against royalty. When she learned that 
her niece, Julia Grant, was to marry Russian 
Prince Michael Cantacuzene, she was so pleased 
she decided to give the bride-to-be a diamond 
tiara as a wedding present. But diamond tiaras 
were extremely expensive, and Bertha Palmer 
was a practical woman. 

After considerable thought, she determined 
the gift would have to be made of gems selected 
from her own magnificent jewel collection. But 
when she tried to pick out a suitable centerpiece 
for the tiara, she found herself stumped. Cast- 
ing about for an idea, she chanced upon Potter's 
cat's-eye cuff links. They would fill her require- 
ments perfectly, she decided. 

Potter, however, was extremely fond of his

Mingling as she did in international society, 
it was not surprising that Bertha's name should 
occasionally be linked romantically with. titled 
suitors. Gossips whispered that both the King 
of Serbia and the Duke of Atholl had proposed 
marria‘ve, but nothing whatever resulted from 
these rumors. Bertha herself gave every indica- 
tion that her heart had been buried with Potter. 

Each year around Christmas, she returned to 
Chicavo and there presided at the annual Char- 
ity Ball which, under her leadership, had become 
the top social event of the season. 


SHORTLY before World War I, she purchased a 

2.000-acre estate at Sarasota Bay, Fla. The 
house, an Italian style villa. was surrounded by 
citrus groves. When wealthy Florida landowner 
Philip Plant refused her request to extend his 
raiiroad to her property, she countered by 
threaiening to form her own rail company. 
Within a week, Plant gave in. 

On another occasion, Chicago traction mag- 
nate Charles Yerkes pained control of several 
small railroads in which she was a large stock- 
holder. Most investofs who he'd securities in 
the companies sold out. But Bertha, shrewdly 
guessing that Yerkes would do everything pos- 
sib'e to run the stocks up in order to miake a 
good showing, kept her holdings. Later she sold 
out at a neat profit. 

By the time she died at her Florida home in 
May, 1915, the multimillion dollar estate left to 
her by Potter Palmer had reportedly almost 
dovuh'ed in valve. Out of this fortune, she be- 
quea 2ed $30,000 to former employes. 

Afier her death, her body was returned to 
Chicago for burial. There it was placed in a 
huge cjrcular room in, the Palmer mans‘on. 

Less than a hundred people were invited to 
the funeral, but several thovsand stood outside 
the house. Whether friends or merely curtosity 
seekers, all alike seemed to sense that an era 
had co™e to an end. In the years that have ‘”!- 
lowed, there have been recurrent reports that tiie 
Palmer home would be torn down to make way 
for towering, modern apartment buildings. No 
such action has yet taken place. 

But if and when it does, it will male little 
difference to old-time Chicagoans. For in their 
eyes, the mansion on the lake front ceased to ex- 
ist at three o'clock on the afternoon of May 10, 
1918—the hour of Bertha Palmer’s funeral.

There was, too, the memory of her sister, 
Helene, who sought happiness on the stage, the 
screen, and in several marriages that failed to 
work out according to the plot she had dreamed. 

Then there were her own experiences.

A: SOON as a race is run at most of our 
tracks, the result goes up in lights and 
the voice of the announcer carries a warn- 
ing to the crowd. It is heard loud and clear in 
the calm that follows the cheering: 

“Do not destroy your pari-mutuel tickets 
until the result is official.” 

This is sound advice, but not always heeded. 
In New York State alone, $143,552 worth of 
tickets were uncashed in 1948 and it is safe to 
assume that most of these were on horses that 
had been moved up by disqualification——tickets 
that disappointed bettors had torn up or thrown 
“7 prematurely. | 

isqualifications are not an uncommon 
hazard of horse playing and sometimes the final 
—" is altogether baffling to the man on the 
rail. 

Sometimes indignation runs high when the 
number of an odds-on favorite comes down after 
a foul claim is allowed. 

But when, as recently, a 1 to 10 favorite sets 
a new track record in winning a race and gets 
disqualified for a foul he never committed— 
then, ir.deed, the horse player's cup of woe over- 
runneth. 

This race was the Leonard Richard Stakes 
at Delaware Park, Stanton, Del. Greentree 
Stable ran two horses, the Preakness and Bel- 
mont Stakes winner, Capot, and the speedy Wine 

st. Running against this powerful entry were 
n Bahram and Gochise. 

It: was Capot all the way, the Greentree star 
running the-mile and. an eighth in 1.48 and 2/5, 
a new track record. His number was flashed 
on the board, then the objection sign lighted. 

The foul was claimed against Wine List, 
which finished third, for carrying Sun Bahram 
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wide. It was allowed and the numbers of both 
Capot and Wine List came down. 

According to the rules, when one horse in 
an entry is disqualified the entry itself is dis- 
qualified. The official orcer of finish then be- 
— Sun Bahram, Cochise, Capot and Wine 

st. 

Delaware Park was a carpet of mutuel tickets 
after the 1 to 10 favorite had been set down. 

It was the second time Capot had set a track 
record and lost on a disqualification. In the fall 
of 1948, he won a mile and a sixteenth race at 
Pimlico, in Maryland, only to be set down for 
bumping Slam Bang in the stretch run. 

Favorite players at New York’s Belmont 
Park had their own day of wrath on Sept. 27, 
1947, when Bewitch, queen of the Calumet barn 
and unbeaten in eight straight races, was dis- 
qualified after winning the Matron Stakes over 
the Widener Straightaway. 

Bewitch, 7 to 20 favorite, had beaten her in- 
vincible stablemate, Citation, only a little earlier. 
Apparently unused to the straight course, she 
bore out and interfered with the others. 

There was an objection, the foul was al- 
lowed and Bewitch was placed last, in conform- 
ance with the New York racing rules. Her 
place as the winner was inherited by a filly 
appropriately named Inheritance. 

The immortal Equipoise, ranking handicap 
horse of the '30s, was disqualified three times. 
The memorable instance was 1934 Metropolitan 
Handicap at Belmont Park. 

He was 7 to 10 to win and place and out 
(no betting) for show and was moving up in 
the stretch when he cut in front of Mr. Khav- 
yam. Though he went on to win by two lengths 
Mr. Khayyam was the eventual winner bv dis- 
qualification. ; 

It was in this race that the unbeaten Chase 
Me, sentimental favorite of the crowd, stumbled 
and fell while making his move alongside Equi- 
poise and had to be destroyed. 

A race where the sixth and last horse to 
finish wound up officially in the money was run

was accomplished by the disqualification of the 
first three under the wire. 

The original order of finish was Anna V. L, 
Noble Spirit and Semaphore. None of these 
) orses was part of an entry and each was set 
down for a different foul. 

Anna V. L. crowded over sharply after the 
Start. Noble Spirit swervea at tne eighth pole. 
Semaphore, the leader into the stretch, also 
swerved after tiring. 

ne ofiicial result made the fourth horse, 
Just Cap, the winner and moved Celiba from 
fifth to second and Bahdur, finishing 11 lengi0s 
in the ruck, from sixth to third. 

Perhaps the prize ruling of all took place at 
Garden State Park, in New Jersey, on Aug. 7, 
1945. In this race, a horse that finished in a 
dead heat with the ultimate winner was placed 
out of the money entirely, though there was no 
foul or claim of foul ayi:inst him. 

The race ended in a four-horse photo. When 
the picture was developed Lilson was a nose 
winner over Worries. A head further back, At- 
tune and Counsellor were dead-heated for 
third. Attune led until near the end wnen Li-- 
son came up on the outside and Worries on tie 
inside. Jockey Nick Wall, on Attune, claimed a 
foul against both—and it was allowed. 

The stewards then placed Attune first, Li!- 
son second and Worries third. But what about 
Counsellor? The horse that finished even with 
the official winner was officially placed fourth. 

In dissolving the dead heat, the stewards 2P- 
parently held that Attune was prevented irom 
Winning by Lilson and Worries; and then, that 
Lilson and Worries had fouled Attune while 
finishing ahead of both Attune and Counsellor 
(In New Jersey. disqualified horses are not 
necessarily placed last). 

Anyway, their decision stood—and should 
remain as a warning to everyone who goes (0 
the race track.

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CHEMICAL FEVER’ 


or Lhoh Blood Pressure 


The Most Serious Cases of Malignant Hypertension 
Involving Blindness, Damaged Kidneys and Weak 
Heart Action Appear to Yield to "Pyrogens"

ILLIAM JENKINS, aged 21 years, owes 
VW iis life to a new treatment now on trial. 

A few weeks before he entered the 
Cleveland Clinic Hospital in Cleveland, Ohio. 
where he was saved, doctors who had been at- 
tending him had given up hope for his recov- 
ery or relief. 

Young Jenkins had developed that most seri- 
ous kind of high blood pressure malady, known 
to the medical profession as ma- 
lignant hypertension. 

His illness had started simply 
enough with severe headaches. 
especially in the back of the skull, 
and overpowering fatigue. Within 
two months it was. certain thai 
he suffered from high blood pres- 
sure. Ordinary treatments gave 
him no relief. His blood vessels 
began to degenerate. By the end 
of the year he was blind, because 
of the damage to the vessels of 
the eyes. He lost weight. 

He had been hospitalized, but 
his condition grew steadily worse. 
His weakness of heart action was 
such that he couldn’t lie flat in 
bed. In a condition so bad that 
it was regarded “hopeless,” he 
was transferred from the hospital 
in which he was being treated to 
the Cleveland Clinic. 

At the Clinic three leading spe- 
cialists, Dr. Irvine H. Page, Dr. 
Robert D. Taylor and Dr. Curtis 
Corcoran, ascertained that Jenkins 
had such severely damaged kidneys 
and other organs that he could 
not stand an operation. By cut- 
ting certain nerves, which start 
from spinal cord centers and keep 
the blood vessels narrowed, sur- 
geons sometimes alleviate malignant high blood 
pressure. 

Drs. Page and Taylor asked the young man 
if he would allow them ta treat him by a new 
method that they had developed and that was 
still in the experimental stage. Jenkins consent- 
ed. The doctors started giving him their 
“chemical fever treatment.’’ They produced a 
moderate fever of 102 to 103 degrees Fahren- 
heit each day of the treatment. This was ac- 
complished by injections of substances known as 
‘“‘pyrogens” (py-ro-jens)—-fever producers. 

These substances raise the body temperature, 
resulting in fever. They are extracted from 
varieties of germs, some of which cause dis- 
eases, others are harmless. But the fever chemi- 
cals, used as a drug, do not cause all the troubles 
which the live germs themselves do in the hu- 
man or animal body. ~ 

For three months Jenkins received a course 
of artificial fever treatments. His comeback 
was remarkable. First his once-sightless eyes 
recained normal vision. The inflammation and 
injuries of the blood vessels of the retina and 
of the optic nerve were reduced to the vanishing 
point. Signs of heart weakness disappeared so 
that he didn’t need to take digitalis as a cardiac 

imulant any more. His blood pressure re- 
turned to normal, although it went up a little 
when he left the hospital. But malignant hyper- 
tension Was gone and has not returned. 

Other cases have been treated similarly by 
Drs. Page and Taylor; and the beneficial effects 
occur in persons who have reached the half 
century mark and up, as well as in the young. 

A 50-year-old businessman, who had been 
known to have essential] (non-malignant) high 
blood pressure for five years and had then de- 
veloped the malignant disease, came to the 
Cleveland Clinic with blurred vision, disease of 
the kidney and other serious symptoms. As the 
result of treatment with pyrogens, he is com- 
fortably conducting his business again. The 
usual course of treatment is three to six months; 
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Daily Injections of Fever Chemicals 
Raised Jenkins’ Temperature to 102- 
103 Degrees and Saved His Life. 


or as long as the symptoms of malignant dis- 
ease remain. 

In their first report of the new treatment, 
presented in Chicago at the November meetings 
of the Central Society for Clinical Research and 
of the American Society for the Study of Arteri- 
osclerosis, of which Dr. Page is the president 
this year, Drs. Page and Taylor have stated 


that they try the fever-giving chemicals only if. 


the patient's kidneys are not damaged beyond 
a measurable limit. 

Qut of a group of 14 patients who were 
treated nine were completely freed of blood 
vessel degeneration, heart failure and other 
dreaded symptoms. Without effective treat- 
ment all would probably have died within two 
years. ‘Following the. completion of the three 
to six months fever treatments, they began liv- 
ing normally again and have been doing so for 
15 months to five years. 

Five other patients were started on the 
chemical fever routine and were partly relieved 
but they gave up the treatment before al] symp- 
toms had cleared. Four of them had a return 
of the disease and died; the fifth has survived. 

The first suggestion that artificia] fever 
might be effective in malignant high blood pres- 
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sure came from the observation that typhoid 
and other fever-causing infections lowered the 
blood pressure and reduced other symptoms of 
the disease in patients and animals. It was also 
observed that fever usually was part of a re- 
action to the injection of kidney extracts which 
sometimes reduced blood pressure. 

It was natural to guess that fever itself was 
beneficial. 

But Drs. Page and Taylor found that the 
Pyrogen treatment was effective even in some 
cases where it was necessary to bring down the 
fever because it made the patients too un- 
comfortable. Drugs like aspirin were used to 
lower the body temperature, without interfering 
with the progressive improvement. 

It may tum out that the pyrogens—partly 
through causing fever. partly by their other 
effects—stimulate the body's own defenses, SO 
that malignant high blood pressure is con- 
trolled. The Cleveland Clinic physicians have 
opened a new way toward the conquest of the 
worst form of the high blood pressure disease, 
and related heart and arterial maladies.

States, were convicted of treason, and the full

We hope that our 
nation may never avain have to fight for its life.

C)! ie of the convicted traitors—accused of mak- 
ing the “Axis Saily” broadcasts—-was Mil- 
dred Elizabeth Gillars, an actress, born in Port- 
land, Me., Nov. 20, 1900. She went to France to 
study music in 1929, and thence, in 1934, to 
Germany. 

The other, accused as “Tokyo Rose,”’ was Iva 
Toguri’ D’Aquino, born in Los Angeles on the 
Fourth of July, 33 years ago—-an American of 
Javanese descent. She was visiting a sick aunt 
in Japan-——she said—-when the Japanese struck 
at Pearl Harbor in 1941. 

With satanic cruelty, the broadcasts were 
airned at the morale of the fighting men-—and of 
their mothers, wives, and sweethearts. 

Axis Sally posed as the “friend” of American 
men wounded in the Normandy invasion. She 
went the round of the camps and hospitals, in- 
ducing them to make recorded messages to the 
“folks back home.” To do that, it was testified 
at Miss Gillars’ trial, she often posed as a Red 
Cross worker. 

Later, those recordings were gent by short 
wave to America—and to American fighting 
fronts. Axis Sally interspersed them with 
“dubbed in’? comments of her own, in which with 
sadistic skill she wrung the hearts of mothers 
and sweethearts. 

Typical was her presentation of a wounded 
man identified as Arndt Pansy, Axis Sally intro- 
duced him thus : ) 

“And now,” she said, “here’s Mr. Arndt 
Pansy, calling his mother in Willoughby, Ohio. 
Mrs. Pansy, I do hope you're listening in, and 
that you have a chance to listen to your son’s 
voice.’ 
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Axis Sally dropped her own voice to a note 
of false sympathy: 

“It was very difficult for him to speak I had 
to put the microphone very, very close to his 
lips, because he’s been shot through the throat. 
Now, I hope that it will get all right soimne day. 
It'd be an awful tragedy for him if it didn’t.’ 

In every broadcast, she dropped those veiled 
threats——-of boys who could never recover. Arndt 
Pansy came on-—his voice a pitiful whisper. She 
asked if he were getting good medical care. 
Pansy said: 

“Um-hum,” 

That wasn’t good enough for Axis Sally. 
There was harsh warning in her voice: 

“Aren't vou?” 

“Yeah,” Pansy managed to say. 


H* went off the air. But Axis Sa!ly didn't. 
She made more honeyed poison: 
“And so, Mrs. Pansy, if you were listening in 


tonight vou heard your son's voice. You also 
heard how difficult it was for him to sneak

Makes you 
think of willows by a running stream, on a lazy 
summer afternoon.” 


AKING a joke of propaganda, she declared: 
“Right now I’m lulling your senses before ! 
creep up and annihilate you with my nail file 
Meanwhile, here’s the next waltz I promised 
Victor Hlerbert’s ‘Kiss Me Again.’ " Her voice 
sank to an alluring whisper. “You heard me 
‘Kiss Me Again.’ ”’ 

She taunted her audience about what she be- 
lieved to be their privations: 

“All right, boys, one more lap and you can 
have your beer. What, no beer? Well, what sort 
of a waris this? Never mind, sing first.’’

“They'll just get all kind of woozy, and would 
like to throw down those guns and toddle off 
home.

On other occasions she taunted them with 
American losses. In October, 1944, after the 
battle of Leyte Gulf, witnesses told a jury in Los 
Anveles that she said:

It was for that remark that Mrs. D’Aquino 
was convicted of treason in Los Angeles last 
September.

UCH were the crimes of which Axis Sally and 

Tokyo Rose were accused. 

In the ruthless lands for which they had be- 
trayed their country, they would have been tor- 
tured and killed ‘or far smaller offenses—as the 
Russians torture and kill today-—-as the Germans 
executed the innocent Nurse Edith Cavell in 
World War I. 

But America still believes that women must 
be treated with as large a measure of chivalry 
as possible—-even women convicted as they were. 
America hates to kill women. 

So Miss Gillars was given a sentence of from 
10 to 30 years, with a $10,000 fine; and Mrs. 
D’Aquina was given an identical sentence and 
fine in Los Anzeles on October 6.

N THE throngs that surge up and down New 
York’s Broadway no one noticed the slight, 

' swarthy figure, standing trance-like in front 
of the Capitol Theatre. 

The man was equally unaware of the crowd. 
His gaze was fastened on the bulbs of the 
marquee, that helped to light up The Great 
White Way, and spelled out the magic words: 

“In Person, Dick Contino and His Accordion.”’ 

Pete Contino was proud. His thoughts went 
back nearly 30 years when, like his son Dick, 
he was 19, and had arrived in America from 
Sicily with hope in his heart and a battered, 
cherished concertina in his hand. 

Ten years later in Fresno, Calif., on Jan. 17, 
1930, Pete and his wife, Mary, were celebrating 
the arrival of their first-born, Richard Joseph 
Anthony Contino. Pete, operator of a butcher 
shop, waited patiently until’ Dick was three 
years old before he closed the child's fists 
around the concertina. The resultant squeaks 
were sweet music to the father’s ears. 

“A natural-born musician,” he said. 

As Dick and his musical ability grew, Pete 
bought the boy a cheap accordion. By his teens, 
Dick had become so accomplished on the instru- 
ment, that he entertained at high school as- 
semblies and parties. He was elected president 
of his class and made the football team. 

Dick was his dad’s “Golden Boy.’’ Contino 
called his son aside one day as he was helping 
out in the meat market and said, “‘Dick, football 
is fine, but if you should hurt your hands, how 
would you play the accordion?” 

Unlike the fictional Golden Boy who defied 
his father and continued to be a prize fighter in 
spite of the danger to his fiddler’s fingers, there 
was no argument between the real-life father 
and son. Dick gave up football. 

To compensate the boy and to invest im his 
future, Pete dug into his savings and made a 
down payment on a $1,500 accordion. Thai 
was an astronomical sum for a family of small 
means but there was no question in Pete’s 
mind that it was worth it. Besides, Dick could 
help keep up the installments. 

The boy, a husky, six- Rootes with a handsome 
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Latin face and black curly hair, was a member 
of the Fresno Union of the American Federation 
of Musicians, and already was earning money 
by playing on local radio programs and at 
private parties. 

In the fall of 1947, Dick entered Fresno State 
College, but he soon quit to get more musical 
experience. The family had decided he was 
ready for the big time via a move to Hollywood. 
Toward the end of November, Dick went to the 
Union to get a transfer to Los Angeles. He 
overheard a stranger discussing his search for 
local talent to appear on the Horace Heidt 
Original Youth Opportunity Radio Program, to 
be launched in Fresno a few weeks later. 

Dick talked to the scout who said he could 
arrange an audition for him in a couple of days. 
“But we're moving to Los Angeles,”’ Dick said, 
“how about playing for you right now, tonight.” 
The man consented. 

Dick went home. His folks, including 
brothers Victor, 15; Pete, Jr., 8, and sister 
Josephine, 17, were visiting relatives. Dick 
telephoned his mother, “I’m going down to the 
bowling alley, Mom, but I'll be home early,”’ he 
alibied, fearing that if his mother knew his reali 
mission, she’d be disappointed if he lost out. 

He didn’t lose out. Dressed in the colorful 
costume of an Italian street singer designed by 
his father, Dick Contino with the flashing smile 
and. whirling hands played ‘Lady of 
Spain” on the Horace Heidt radio pro- 
gram and won over the local con- 
testants. 

The fixed procedure was to carry 
over each week’s winner into the next 


town. Natives*of Los Angeles, Van 
Nuys, and Pasadena, Calif.; Omaha, 
Neb.; Des Moines, Iowa; Minneapolis 
Minn.; Youngstown and _ Cleveland, 


Ohio, who comprised the radio theatre 
audiences, chose Dick Contino and his 
accordion over their own hometown 
talent. 

Thirteen weeks and as many cities 
later, Dick Contino found himself in 
New York, appearing at the Capitol 
Theatre for the quarter finals and a 
$750 prize. He had won $250 in each

That was how, on a spring day in 1948, Pete

victorious in the quarter finals in New York 
Heidt decided Dick should retire from the 
weekly competition. He kept him on as a 
starred member of his radio and stage shows 
and declared him eligible to compete in tire 
finals. Dick won the grand prize of 55,000.

In 
school corridors, on the playgrounds, wherever 
other students gathered, Mary heard it:

She was so afraid of the 
ridicule. She couldn’t eat in the morning. The 
thought of going to school made her sick. 

At last her body and mind could take no 
more. She suffered a nervous breakdown. A 
doctor told her parents: | 

“I’m afraid Mary will have to have psychi- 
atric treatment. Her condition is very serious. 

“The worst part of it is that she would be 
a perfectly normal, happy girl if it had not been 
for the thoughtless ridicule that her teacher 
started and encouraged.” 

Mary’s case, according to Dr. Dugald Sin- 
clair Arbutkle, Ph.D., nationally known Boston 
University psychologist, was another tragic in- 
stance of the thousands of cases of maladjust- 


ment which are being caused in American schools 
by improper teaching methods. 

“Too many teachers place everything on an 
intellectual basis,’’ Dr. Arbuckle said, ‘and for- 
get that their students are subject to sénsitive 
emotional factors. 

“Both the teacher and the child live by their 
emotions more than by their intellect, yet the 
training of the teacher gives little understand- 
ing of the part that emotions play in our lives. 

“The verbal disciplinarian is probably a 
greater menace than the bruiser type.” 

The case of 16-year-old Johnny was a sharp 
contrast to that of Mary. Johnny, student in a 
private school, had cut classes so often that the 
headmaster called him to his office. 

“I suppose you're going to expel me,”’ Johnny 
said defiantly. 

“No, Johnny,” the headmaster replied. “I’m 
not going to expel you. When a boy like you 
cuts classes, there’s a reason. I want to find that 
reason, and do something about it.”’ 

Gradually the headmaster won Johnny's con- 
fidence. It developed that Johnny resented one 
of his teachers. He explained: 

“‘He pokes fun at me when I come into the 
room, I don’t hear very well, and often I have 
to ask him what he said. When I do, he calls 
me stupid, and tells me to pay attention.” 

It was the first time that anyone in the school 
knew that Johnny didn’t hear well. The head- 
master said: 

“Johnny, I understand why you cut class. 
I might have done it myself. If we fix it so the 
teachers won't do that again, will you 
your classes ?"’ 

Johnny agreed. On instructions from the 
headmaster the teachers helped him — anda boy 
was saved from potentially serious trouble. 

In another case, a boy went up to greet his 
teacher upon her return from the _ hospital, 
where she had undergone an operation. 

“I hope you're feeling better,’ he said. 

She snapped at him: 

“I felt all right until I heard about you. A 
boy who deliberately failed in his homework 
should be ashamed to meet his teacher.” 

The boy became _ resentful, resisted the 
teacher—and in the end failed the subject. If 
the teacher had thanked him for his concern, 
Dr. Arbuckle said, she might have won his con-

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fidence and then, in a friendly manner, tried 
to inspire new interest in his homework. 

One 17-year-old girl told her teacher she 
was running away from home. 

“Don’t be an ungrateful fool,” the teacher 
shouted at her. ~ “Think of all your mother has 
done for you.” 

An argument followed — which confirmed the 
girl in her idea that everyone was against her. 
She ran away. In another, almost identical 
case, in another school, the teacher said: 

“A nice girl like you must have reason for 
wanting to leave home. Let’s talk it over.”’ 

In a friendly manner, the teacher discussed 
her home with her, until the girl cried: 

“Oh, I’ve been so wrong. I guess Mother's 
had problems with me, too. I’m ashamed.” 

The girl went back home -— and became hap- 
pier, and a better student. . 

Dr. Arbuckle told of a case in which a way- 
ward boy became a model student because of 
the understanding of a teacher. 

The boy, after increasing truancy, engaged 
in a series of petty thefts, was arrested, and 
brought into court. One of his teachers came 
to court. He said: 

“This boy never had a chance. Scolding by 
teachers made him feel stupid and inferior. He 
was afraid to come to school-~—and this is the 
result. I can help him.” 

The teacher’s attitude won the boy’s inter- 
est —and later his confidence. He was released 
— became a good student — and his future pros- 
pects seemed to be excellent. 

“My teacher helped me really understand 
my subjects,” he said. “Now I like school.”’ 

In his forthcoming book, “Teaching Coun- 
seling,”’ Dr. Arbuckle has presented further evi- 
dence to support his belief that “Scolding teach- 
ers must be replaced if frustration is to be out- 
lawed in the classroom.”

EORGE GOOSMAN, proprietor of the Pal- 
ace Livery Stable, in downtown Minneapo- 
lis, Minn., was a man of great discretion.

to meet her individual 
needs. Each girl was given 
a thorough medical exami- 
nation before the class 
Started and at periodic 
intervals during the ex- 
periment. No one should 
ever go on any kind of diet 
without first having com- 
petent medical advice. 
Mollie’s second week diet 
called for the following at 


convenient points during 
the day: 
3 high-ball glasses of 
fruit juices 
1 large raw fruit salad 
1 large raw vegetable 
salad 


2 raw fruits 
1 dish of stewed fruit 

Aside from this she was 
to eat three square meals 
a day—-anything she liked. 
But being an active girl she 
still lost weight until she 
was down to 103 pounds. 

So the third week she 
was put on a very long 
diet, specifically designed 
for-her to put on pounds 
and pounds. Mollie was ap- 
palled at the amount of 
food she was expected to 
eat. 

“This third diet,” she 
says, “meant getting up at 
7 a. m. and eating my way 
right tMhrough the day til 
9 p. m.” But the foods 
listed were chosen with 
emphasis on health and vi- 
tality as well as weight 
gaining, and Mollie found 
she did get results.

Before bedtime: 
milk with cookies . 

If it is possible to do so 
a person gaining weight 
should lie down and rest 
after every meal. Bedtime, 
too, should come before 10 
o’clock, though Mollie, go- 
ing to school at night, never 
quite made it. Neverthe- 
less. after a week of this 
routine she had gained 4!» 
pounds. 

Everyone expected her 
to be delighted, but she 
wasn’t. She said she felt 
pudgy and uncomfortable. 
She decided the general 
good health diet—her sec- 
ond week diet—suited her 
better and went back to it. 

What about the supposed 
correct weight scales which 
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say a girl 5 feet 2 inches 
in height should weigh 115 
pounds? Most doctors agree 
nowadays that such stand- 
ards are only rough aver- 
ages, not to be taken liter- 
ally in individual cases. In 
fact, there is no such thing 
as a blanket “ideal weight. 
Fach individual's ideal 
weight is different, accord- 
ing to his or her bony and 
muscular constitution, and 
for practical purposes you 
are ideal when your mirror 
tells you you look your 
best, when you yourself 
know you feel your best, 
and when your doctor tells 
you you are at your best 
from a health standpoint. 
According to these new 
Standards, then, Mollie's 
ideal weight seems to settle 
around 106 pounds. 

Learning about make-up 
and skin care was impor- 
tant for Mollie. Her skin 
had always been oily and 
subject to outbreaks and 
bumps. Her make-up was 
rather drab—lipstick too 
light, not enough rouge.

Christiansen, a handsome, 
waxed-mustached, casually 
dressed fellow who might 
have stepped right out of a 
Hollywood director’s camp 
chair, is no fanatic member 
of such cults as those which 
claim that “woolly bear”’ cat- 
erpillars or groundhog shad- 
ows hold a foretaste of the 
weather. He’s a serious stu- 
dent and raiser of desert tor- 
toises, and so far as he is 
concerned, the habits of his 
strange pets are a most re- 
liable weather gauge. 


F YOU are one of the 
myriad of tourists who 
come east out of the Pacific 
Coast, and contemplate 


crossing the desert on VU. S. 
Highways 99, or 111, you 
through Indio,

man. 

He’ll pick up a phone and 
call his wife. ‘‘Honey,”’ he 
will ask, “have the turtles 
turned in for the night, yet?” 
After listening to her an- 
swer, he may turn and sug- 
gest to you, “It'll be hot on 
the desert till midnight. 
Why don’t you find a cool 
room in town and wait?” 

Christiansen has been 
maintaining his odd weather 
bureau for over, 16 years, 
ever since he picked up a 
stray desert tortoise in an 
alley, and resolved to st''dy 
the breed. Now, as a hobby, 
he maintains a “kennel” of 
34 tortoises. The current 
dean of the colony is 75 years 
old, and good for another 100 
years, he estimates, 


Y then, Mr. Christiansen 

will no longer be concerned 
with the hobby which has 
proved somewhat of a nui- 
sance to his wife but which 
has contributed much docu- 
mented data, not only on 
the weather, but also on the 
habits and life of the land 
turtle. 

The strange weather bu- 
reau works this wv’: if the 
turtles begin grazing at 4 
a. m., it will be a hot day, no 
matter what the government 
prognosticators promise. 
And in the evening, within 
five hours after the herd 
seeks shade or night shelter, 
it will turn, not cool, but cold. 
This, Christiansen says, he 
has learned from repeaied 
and documented experience. 

“Many tourists are a little 
skeptical of my weather re- 
ports,” he grins, ‘“‘when they 
learn that my meteorologists 
are turtles. If they’d spent 
16 years in this spot, check- 
ing those turtles’ behavior, 
they’d know that mine is the 
most reliable weather bureau 
on the desert.”’

Bootlegging the "Devil's Capsules” 


EW YORK STATE has 
a law regulating the sale 
of sleeping pills. New York 
City has a similar law—only 
Stricter. Because of these 
laws, it’s tough for anyone 
to buy sleeping pills in New 
York without a doctor’s pre- 
authorization, Unless, of 
course, they go to that rar- 
ity, an unethical druggist. 
So some sellers of ‘“‘devil’s 
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capsules” have gone under- 
cround. Today they skulk

OURTEEN-YEAR-OLD Jo-Ann 
p Bates walked up the steps of 

Jackson Township High School 
in Ohio one day last fall with some 
other girls—talking.

She talked to them and they 
talked to her, young girl chatter, 
and of all the wonders in the world, 
Jo-Ann said afterward, there was 
none bigger than this. 

Before last fall, she had been 
silent for 12 years. From the time 
she was two years old until she was 
14, she hadn’t spoken, or sung, or 
laughed out loud. Awhile before the 
school opening, the wonder began to 
happen. 

Jo-Ann was two, when one night 
her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Ernest E. 
Bates, who live in the country out- 
side of North Canton, Ohio, saw 
her toddling toward them from a 
bedroom. 


st.j EY, Mom!” she cried, and 
clutching her throat, fell to 
the floor. 

Those were the last words she 
spoke for 12 years. 

They thought that night 
would choke to death before their 
eyes. She had been suffering from 
throat obstructions called polyps 
and these suddenly had begun to 
swell, cutting off her breathing. 
They hurriedly took her to a spe- 
cialist, Dr. John Dougherty, and he

Making an _ incision in her 
throat, he inserted a small, curved 


metal tube, connecting it with the

Through that tube she breathed. 
She Kept on breathing through it for 
10 vears, but she couldn't talk. Then, 
when she was 12, another operation

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tor five months she had radium 
treatments twice a week, and the 
polyps were conquered. 

Still, she couldn’t talk, for the 
hole in her throat, where the tube 
had been, remained. 

Those were years to be forgotten, 
now, they were so strange and hard. 
In the Bates household five more 
children came, including twins, all 
talking after awhile, and singing— 
and Jo-Ann, slight and dark-eyed 
and shy, staying silent. They were 
years to break a child’s spirit as 
well as hold her speeciuiless. 


N school she didn’t recite. She 

could only listen. Once she wanted 
more than anything else to raise her 
hand and say out boldly, “I know 
the capital of New York State its 
Albany.”’ and once she thought she 
would have given anything to 
speak up, declaring, “‘Bananas come 
from Central America.’’ Often there 
were times like that. 

Outside of school, sometimes it 
was even harder. Once in a while 
some of the children would jeer her. 

“They can be awfully cruel when 
they are little,”” her grandmother, 
Mrs. Bessie Dine, said the other day. 

Usually Jo-Ann, voiceless among 
all the happy high-pitched, childish 
voices, would go her quiet, lost and 
hopeless way. 

But not always. 

“Sometimes,” she said, “I could 
not stand it. I'd fight ’em.” 

Then she would go home, she 
said, to Penny. She didn’t have to 
talk to that beloved, rabbit- chasing 
dog.

ACK home, a little later, she sat 
B with her mother and her grand- 
mother on the porch. A bandage 
from the operation still swathed her 
neck, but she chose that time to 
make the effort upon which she 
thought the trend of all the days 
ahead would depend. 

“You want to try to say some- 
thing, now, dear?” her mother said. 
“You want to talk now?” 

She’d been two years old when 
last she’d spoken aloud to her 
mother.

They had to cry after that. It 
was too wonderful not to cry.

Ann took the school bus that passes 
her home and was welcomed at 
school this fall by her sixth grade 
teacher, Mrs. Lydia Ulricks. She was 
not a silent pupil anv more. 

“She recites nicely now,” Mrs. 
Ulricks said recently. ‘“‘She’s even 
beginning to sing with the others.” 

She’s been playing with the 
others, too, and there is no one any 
more who jeers. She'll be joining 
the Girl Scouts and cheering at 
basketball games this winter, and 
her mother has been holding out a 
special reward for her long bravery. 


“I’m going to town all alone,”
